CALIFORNIA LEGISLATURE. 


TWENTY-FOURTH SESSION—FOURTH DAY. 


SEN A TE. 


S acrameuto, January 6, 1831. 
The Senate met at 10 a . m. oursuant to adjourn­ 
m ent, President Mansfield In the chair. Roll called. 
Quorum present. 
M inutes of last meeting: read and 
approved. 
The repurt of tho Com m ittee on Rules came up 
for consideration. 
Mr. J ohnson called the attention of the Senators 
from Marin and Contra Costa to the fact th a t they 
had notified him of their intention to subm it a 
m inority report relative to the com m ittee’s amend­ 
m ent to* Rule 1, fixing the hour of m eeting at 1 p. 
ii. instead of ID a . M. 
51r. S e a r s—The question is on the adoption of 
Rule 1. There was a difference of opinion am i.g 
the com m ittee in regard to this Rule 1. 
To make a 
minority report it is not necessary th at it should be 
in writing. 
They can m ake it orally to the Senate 
and let the Senate decide. 
The only change made 
in this rule is th at the Senate shall m eet at 1 o’clock 
in the afternoon instead wf 10 o’clock in the m orn­ 
ing. 
The m inority of the committee thought that 
the old rule was far preferable ; th at in the morning 
was tho proper tim e to do the work of the Senate. 
If the Senate docs not m eet until 1 o’clock in the 
afternoon ail of the forenoon would he wasted. The 
m ajority of the com m ittee claim th a t the forenoon 
can better bo devoted to committee work, but we 
thought th a t if the Senate were to m eet at 1 o’clock 
it m ight give memherrf of the Senate an opportunity 
of rem aining longer in bed in the m orning; th at 
they would uot attend the com m ittees; th at 
committee work would be delayed waiting for 
some members. 
Furtherm ore, as the Senate would 
convene at a certain hour, the committee would 
naturally have to rush work and would not give it 
the careful consideration which it requires; aed 
further w-.* do not believe th at the people of this 
State would tolerate, will justify this Senate in con­ 
vening at 1 o’clock in the afternoon, when it has 
beeu the custom since the State lias been organized 
to meet at 10 o'clock in the forenoon and perform 
the work which is before the Senate. 
For these 
reasons wc deem the old rule preferable to the 
am endm ent which the m ajority of the committee 
have made to the rule, and we subm it the m atter to 
the gocd judgm ent of the Senate w hether they 
will adopt this am endm ent or continue under the 
old rule and meet at 10 o’clock in the morning. 
Mr Dickinépx—I would state on behalf of the 
m ajority of th a t committee, th at the real question 
involved by this am endm ent is w hether th e com­ 
mittee-work of this Senate shall be done in tho 
evening, or w hether it shall be done in the day­ 
tim e. 
1 subm it th at during the last session of this 
Senate there was very little committee-work done 
by reason of the pressure upon our tim e preventing 
the meet.ngs of committees. 
I don’t think there is 
anything in the suggestion made by the gentlem an 
from tho Fifteenth, th at Senators will lie abed 
longer in the morning and ueglect their duties, be­ 
cause the Senate does not convene until 1 o'clock in 
the afterno* n. 
I believe th at we are here for the 
purpose of facilitating work, and th at work will be 
facilitated if committees meet in the morning at say 
10 o’clock, or even earlier. 
We can pass a resolu­ 
tion or make a rule of the Senate th at committees 
shall meet at that, tim e and sit for two hours or two 
and a half hours, until it considers and perfects 
bills before the m eeting < i the Senate. 
Of courae 
this hour of 1 o’clock, w ithout any even ngsessions, 
will not do for the entire session ; but I submit 
th at we ought to try it and seo w hether we 
cannot 
get 
along* 
more 
systematically, 
m re 
methodically, 
and 
by 
working 
a 
few 
hours 
less. 
than 
we 
did 
during 
the last session. 
I for one cannot go on committee 
work for as m any hours as we worked here during 
th e last session. 
If w’e convene at 10 o’clock in the 
morning and the committee work is done up, we 
can go into session at 1 o'clock and work until 5. 
There will always be extra committee work for the 
evenings, and I *bink we will get along much faster 
with the work. 
We will go to the committee work 
fresh in the morning, and we had better devote the 
hours when we are fresh in committees to the con­ 
sideration of bilis rather than devote them to sitting 
down iu our chair and listening to the regular order 
of business, which takes up the forenoon, and 
which is merely sitting still aud listening to the 
reading at the desk. 
1 subm it to the Sena’e th at 
those who desire to have the committee w’ork done 
in the daytim e instead of in the evening will sup­ 
port the— 
Mr. Enos—I offer an am endm ent to th a t rule by 
striking out the word “ te n ” in the first line and 
inserting “ eleven.” That hour of 11 has been the 
custom ary hour until last session. 
Mr. J ohnson amended by striking out in line one 
the word “ one ” aud inserting the word “ eleven.” 
Mr. Enos accepted the am endm ent to his amend­ 
ment. 
Mr. Sattrrwiiite was in favor of doing committee 
work in the forenoon. 
Mr. W est argued at length in favor of the report 
of the committee, 
Mr. C h a se preferred the old rule. 
Mr. H ittell expressed the opinion th at it would 
be impracticable to do the committee work in the 
m orning. 
Mr. J ohnston favored the am endm ent to the old 
rule. There w as always considerable committee 
work to do before Senators come to the Senate, and 
they could not do that work and m eet at 10 
o’clock. 
Mr. Kane offered as a substitute to the whole 
that the S enlte meet at 9:30 a. m., but the Cu.mk 
ruled it out of order. 
Mr. Conokr advocated th e a m en d m en t proposed 
by th e co m m ittee. 
Mr. H ill w as in favor o f a d h erin g to th e old ru le. 
Mr. D a v i3 su p p ir tc d th e n ew ru le. 
Mr. L angford op p osed it. 
Mr G orman offered the following : The tim e of 
m eeting shall be at 10 o’clock a. m., when the roll 
shall be called, and the~Scnate shall then adjourn 
until 1 p. m. 
Mr. S e ar s offered th e o ld ru le as a Bubsti’ u te for 
all. 
The su b stitu te w as ad op ted by a v o te o f 23 to 16. 
Mr. Barba proposed to amend by changing the 
h our to 11. 
Air. S e a l s rose to a point of order. 
The Ch a ir d ecid ed it w ell ta k en , a n d said th a t th e 
a m en d m en t w as n o t in order. 
Mr. Baker appealed from the decision of the 
Chair. 
Mr. S atterw hitr secon d ed th e ap p eal. 
A message was here received from the Governor 
giving th e list of appointm ents m ade during the 
recess of the Senate, and accompanied by a report 
of the State Examiners’ Departm ent for 1880. 
Mr. Sears withdrew his point of order. 
The P resid ent said he w ou ld en terta in Mr. Baker’s 
am en d m en t. 
The am en d m en t was lo st. 
Mr. 
D ickinson m oved an 
a m en d m en t to Rule 
6 of th e la st se ssio n , to th e effect th a t eacli h ill 
s h a ll h e read for th e first tim e on co m in g from th e 
c o m m ittee. 
Mr. J o h nso n— Under the provisions of the Con­ 
stitution of this State every bill introduced into this 
body m ust be read at length three times ou three 
several days before it can become a law. 
Under the 
provisions of this Constitution, also, this *e sion is 
limited to about sixty days. 
Of th at sixty days 
four days have n arly passed. 
Ih e effect of the 
proposed am endm ent, in my judgm ent, wili be to 
retard legislation, to impede business, and it re­ 
fuse.* to tbe members of this body an opportunity 
to have their bills, their measure*, properly con­ 
sidered by the Senate 
Every bill m ust be read 
three times. 
It therefore seems to me to be a duty 
of this Senate to do everything in its power to 
facilitate th e reading of bills. 
When a bill is first 
introduced it ought to be read. If a bill, after being 
introduced, m ust be referred to a committee bef jre 
it is read, 1 subm it to every Senator upon this floor 
if it is uot in Gic power of thecom m ittee to strangle 
a bill and never report it back. 
I subm it to every 
Senator upon this floor if it is not giving a com­ 
m ittee a little too much power in thut m an­ 
ner.

Senator from 
Log Angeles who believes that 
legislation 
should 
be 
done 
in 
committee, 
i believe in following up the dictates of the Consti­ 
tution th at you helped to make and helped to vote 
for and cam*. 
Let forty Senators vote upon every 
bill, after the debate and deliberation necessary to 
perfect a measure, and not perm it a committee of 
five—although they m ight all he like the Senator 
from Los Angeles to decide ujkju measures of leg­ 
islation. 
I would abolish all committees, save the 
Judiciary Committee, had I the ]>owvr, believing 
them to he unnecessary ; believing committee» to 
bo simply an outgrowth of th at feeling wh ch de­ 
sires uot to foster, not to benefit legislation, out 
which de.-dre» to kill hills and uot to pass them , and 
believing th at legislation could l>e better accom­ 
plished 
if we 
simply 
had* bills 
referred to 
the Judiciary Committee to report as to the 
legal 
and 
proper 
form, 
and 
then 
permit 
the whole Senate to participate in tbe deliberation. 
You may say th at we would not pass many laws. 
Judging from the action of the Supreme Court of 
this State, it docs not m ake much difference how 
many committees we have, as to the constitution­ 
ality of the laws th at we pass, and 1 lay down as a 
maxim th at th at country’ is governed the best which 
is governed the least. 
And if tho result which I 
am in favor of would produce less laws, perhaps the 
.State would he better off. 
1 desire to call the atten- 
tiou of the Senators to a certain incident whic h 
transpi'ed last session, illustrating the necessity, in 
niv judgm ent, of having bills read at length when 
first introduced. 
You all remember the bill known 
as the Street Contractor’s bill, which came before 
this Senate and was elaborately discussed and voted 
upon, and a m ajority of this Senate voted to send it 
to a second reading. 
Afterwards the m atter was 
sprung th at the hill had not been read at length ; 
and then the m atter was all recon sid ered , or forced 
back, aud the bill lost its proper place upon the 
calendar. 
Suppose a bill, now, be introduced to­ 
day, and it be referred to a committee, and the 
committee reports it with am endm ents 
It may be 
a long bill of tw enty sections, and eighteen of them 
have am endments proposed^hy the committee, and 
we get into a discussiou up n those am endm ents, 
and the first thing we know we get to a vote upon 
it and the bill has 
not been 
read through.

judgm ent, to be gained by leaving tbe beaten path 
in which we traveled successfully and pleas intly last 
session, giving every member an opportunity to be 
heard, giving every* bill an opportunity to be read, 
at least the first tim e, and adopting a new and spec­ 
ulative course, leading into a trackless waste* where 
our power is lodged ia the hands of three or five 
men, composing a m a jo rity of a c o m m ittee of this 
Senate. 
1 hope the am endm ent will be voted down, 
and that we will give every bill the same opportu­ 
nity th at we give every other bill, and not say at 
the outset th at bills shall be defeated because they 
may not m eet the views of a m a jo rity of a com­ 
m ittee. 
Mr. Sears—Every reason which the Senator from 
Sacramento has g.ven against this am endm ent may 
well be applied uk its favor. 
I have failed to sec, 
<*r discover one single point in his argum ent against 
this am endm ent. 
The constitutional objection 
which he raises ia not founded in fact on the Con­ 
stitution ; th at says th at all bills which may become 
laws, shall be read three times.

FAIRS FIGHT. 
The Nevada Senatorial canvass appears 
to be in a peculiar condition. The passion­ 
ate yearnings of the Legislature to wit­ 
ness a “ coin fight” have at last brought 
Mr. Sntro to Carson, with a dubious and 
nnsidcrably hezy programme. At first he 
seems to have thought Fail’s position im­ 
pregnable, but subsequently ho consented 
to enter the contest provisionally, with the 
intention of seeing whether the caucus 
could be broken. Fair’s fuglemen had 
cecured the signatures of a majority of 
both houses to an agreement to go into 
caucus for U. S. Senator, but it is now 
asserted that this does not bind them to 
vote for Fair. The most obvious explana­ 
tion of the situation is that some mem­ 
bers want to make Fair pay heavily for 
his election, and that they have called 
in Sutro to play a “ bluff game” upon him. 
It is cot supposed possible to defeat him, 
'nit there is considerable talk of making a 
c: utest in the United .States Senate, on the 
. round of bribery. If we may judge from 
Nevada Senatorial traditions, such a con­ 
test would be a serious one, for it is not, 
and never has been, pretended that the 
“ boys’’ who assemble at Carson on these 
occasions are controlled by other than 
venal considerations, and we believe it has 
been usual to hand the coin about in quite 
an open and free-and-easy n ay. As nobody 
supposes that Coionel Fair, if elected, will 
be chosen for his conspicuous fitness, or for 
any other reason than because bo is wealthy 
and can pay high for votes, be would prob­ 
ably find some dificulty in maintaining his 
position before the Senate, should his seat 
be really contested. 


A STATE DETECTIVE FORCE. 
We see that Assemblyman Young has 
introduced a bill to establish a State de­ 
tective force. We presume that the prin­ 
ciple of this bill is the same as that of the 
measure which has been proposed at two 
previous sessions. We have frequently 
expressed the opinion that a law of this 
kind was much needed, but the legislature 
lias hitherto appeared to think that it 
would be unduly severe upon highway 
robbers and enterprising rural burglars 
and assassins to handicap their exertions in 
this way. The ground of the bill is simple 
enough. Experience shows that the coun­ 
ty authorities are frequently unable to 
cope with the graver class of crimes. They 
cannot bestow the time required upon the 
pursuit of fugitive criminals, and conse­ 
quently crime often goes unpunished, and 
especially in the cases of robberies of stages. 
A State detective force would be able to 
follow up every clue iu all these cases, and 
would supplement the county authorities 
very usefully. The bill is, we believe, a 
good one, and we think it ought to be 
made law. 
THE SAN FRANCISCO DELEGATION. ' 


A bill has been introduced in the Legis­ 
lature providing that all labor on public 
works shall be hereafter done on the day’s- 
work system, and that the day shall be of 
eight hours. Measures of this kind are 
certain to find many advocates, and politi­ 
cians are frequently afraid to show any op­ 
position to them lest they should lose pop­ 
ularity. 
But it ¡3 necessary to point out 
that the questions involved concern the 
disposition of the people’s money, and that 
whatever measures tend to foster extrava­ 
gance, play into the hands of partisan cor­ 
ruption, or create artificial standards of 
value for labor, are to that extent imposi­ 
tions upon the whole body of taxpayers. 
Those who demand that the State shall es­ 
tablish special rates for the employment 
and payment of labor commonly forget that 
the State is merely an abstraction, and 
that what is really proposed in all such 
cases is that the people in their collective 
capacity shall pay more for labor than it is 
shown to be worth in the open market. 
Now the people collectively are no more 
able to afford such extravagant and unbusi­ 
nesslike proceedings than are the people in­ 
dividually, nor can their representatives in 
the Legislature be justified iu committing 
thcmtoanysuch arrangements. Theobvious 
ground of the demand that public labor 
shall be done by day’s work instead of by 
contract is that the laborers can make 
more out of it in the former way than in 
the latter. The contract system when 
properly supervised is the more economical 
of the two for the State, and it is not a 
little singular that the very men who have 
been clamoring most loudly for increased 
economy in governmental expenditures 
should be foremost in urging measures of 
the kind under notice. W hen the Consti­ 
tutional Convention was sitting, and the 
question of the salaries of State officers 
was under discussion, it was asserted that 
the State ought not to pay these officials 
more than clerical positions of similar re­ 
sponsibility were worth in private busi­ 
ness. The salaries were fixed in accord­ 
ance with this rule, yet now those who 
most approved the application of that rule 
desire to set it aside for the special ad­ 
vantage of the workingmen. It Í3 very- 
well known that in the present condition 
of politics such a labor bill as has just been 
introduced would place in the hands of 
municipal rings a power for evil analogous 
to that which Tweed exercised in New 
York. 
It would, for example, enable 
corrupt politicians to double or treble the 
normal cost of such buildings as the ne-.v 
City Hall in San Francisco. It would en­ 
able them to keep a small army of ward 
strikers and fuglemen at the expense of the 
taxpayers, and would prevent reform by 
the free employment of the means of the 
victims of corruption. 
Nor is there 
any solid argument in support of the bill, 
aside from these considerations. There 
can be no reason why the public should 
bo called upon to pay higher rates for la­ 
bor than individuals pay. 
The State is 
not a wealthy entity, deriving its revenues 
from some special and peculiar source. 
Every dollar that goes into tue public 
treasury is taken from the pockets of the 
people. Every citizen who pays taxes is 
therefore personally interested in seeing 
that the funds to which he is a forced 
contributor are economically expended, 
and that no higher than the current prices 
are paid for anything that the .State re­ 
quires. 
W hy should the people be expected to 
I ay extra for labor? They do not find any 
one willing to pay tlusn extra for it. Who­ 
ever goes into the labor market to buy or 
to sell labor must accept the ruling rates. 
Whoever pays taxes must earn the money 
with which to pay them at the ruling 
rates. 
To propose therefore that those 
who laborou public works shall have higher 
wages and short1 r hours than anybody 
ebe, is to propose the creation of a privi 
leged clas3, at the expense of the body of 
the taxpayers. W hat possible justification 
can there be for such a demand ? I 3 it 
pretended that labor on public works is 
more arduous or less honorable than any 
other ? On the contrary, it is notorious 
that men will leave settled employ­ 
ments for tae mere chance of tempo­ 
rary public work ; and judging from 
the 
cost 
of 
public 
buildings and 
public works generally it cannot be 
believed that excessive labor is put 
upon them. The truth is that most of 
these fallacious ideas About the relations of 
the State to labor may be traced to the de­ 
moralizing influence qf the spoils system in 
politics. Under that system the belief has 
been engendered that the public treasury 
belongs to whichever party secures the con­ 
trol of the Government, and both parties 
have fostered this belief by using the pub­ 
lic revenues to reward partisan services and 
to fortify partisan supremacy. The fact 
that the mass of the people have an in­ 
timate connection with the funds derived 
from taxation has thus become obscured, 
and it has come to seem the most natural 
thing for the working classes to demand of 
the State special privileges of the kind 
proposed in this bill. It is time that this 
(¡elusion was cleared away, however. 
The public revenues ought to be ex­ 
pended on the most economical princi­ 
ples. No legislative body can have the 
right to expend them in any other way, 
or to create privileged classes by providing 
that public work shall be paid for at higher 
rates than those which rule in the open 
market. The day's work and eight-hour 
theories are not in accordance with busi­ 
ness principles, and therefore they should 
not be adopted. The safest and soundest 
method is always to let the current rate3 
determine the value of labor. For the 
State to do otherwise would be to confis­ 
cate a portion of the earnings of the 
masses in order to give a few higher wages 
than the value of their services entitled 
them to demand or enabled them to ob­ 
tain. So stated we do not tiiink the 
proposition can be regarded as rational or 
defensible. 


PAGiFIS COAST. 


The Assembly has done well in sup­ 
pressing the San Francisco delegation ar­ 
rangement, and it had a very plausible 
reason for doing it. 
The San Francisco 
delegation in past years has seldom been 
anything better than a machinery for put­ 
ting np jobs upon the city, and for check­ 
mating the efforts of interior members to 
frustrate such jobs. No good to San Fran­ 
cisco has ever come out of it, but much 
evil, and therefore it was in the interest of 
the citv to put an end to the scheme. This is 
one cf the rare instances in which a pro­ 
vision of the new Constitution has proved 
beneficial.

KERNAN’S SILVER BILL. 
Senator Kernan has introduced a bill in 
regard to the silver coinage question, which 
strikes us as practical and timely. 
He 
proposes that the Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury, instead of being obliged to coin from 
two to four millions of silver dollars every 
month, as now, shall be permitted to limit 
the coinage to such amount as there may 
appear to be a demand for. This would 
settle the matter so far as future coinage 
was concerned, for since there is no de­ 
mand for silver there would be no more 
* buzzard” dollars minted. It is, how­ 
ever, equally necessary to provide for the 
enormous mass of silver now in the Treas­ 
ury, and this Senator Kernan does cot 
appear to have thought of. For the pres­ 
ent perhaps it would suffice to stop the 
useless and mischievous coinage of silver, 
and when that danger was arrested it might 
be possible to induce Congress—if it had 
no partisan controversies on hand—to at­ 
tend to the whole silver question seriously.

The Powers are 
now engaged in communications x hich have in view 
the determination of the frontier between Turkey 
and Greece. Some imp riant portions of the treaty 
of Berlin which have so long remained without 
fulfillment, continue to form an object of ray 
anxious attention. 
A rising in the Transvaal 
has recently imposed upon me the duties 
of taking militan- measures with a view 
to 
a prompt 
vindication of my author­ 
ity, and has of necessity set aside for a time any 
plan of securing to European settlers that full con­ 
trol over their own local affairs, without prejudice 
to the interests of the natives, which I had been 
desirous to confer. I regret that the war in liasuto 
land continues, notwithstanding the efforts of the 
Cape Government. It would cau9e mo much satis­ 
faction if a suitable occjsion would preseut itself 
for friendly action on my part with a view to the 
r. storation of peace. The war in Afghanistan has 
been brought to a close, and with the exception of 
the Candahar force, my troojw have been recalled 
within the Indian frontier. It is not my intention 
that the occupation of Candahar shall be i>erma- 
nently maintained, but the still unsettled condition 
of the country and the consequent difficulty of es­ 
tablishing a native government, delayed for a time 
the withdrawal of my army from the position. 
THE IRISH AGITATION. 
She says: “ Trade is gradually improving. An 
abundant harvest has greatly decreased the distress 
in Ireland.” She then continues: “ But I grieve to 
stale that the social conditions of that country have 
assumed an alarming character. Agrarian crimes 
iu general have multiplied far beyond the experi­ 
ence of recent years. Attempts upon life have not 
grown in the same proportion as other offenses, but 
I must add that efforte are being made for personal 
protection far bej ond all former precedent, by the 
police, under the direction of the executives. I 
have to notice other evils yet more widely spread. 
The administration of justice has been frustrated 
with respect to these offenses through the im­ 
possibility of procuring evidence, and an extended 
system of terror has been thus established iu 
various parts of the country, which has paralyzed 
almost alike the exercise of private rights and the 
jKjrforinance of civil duties. In this state of thiugs, 
new in some important respects, and hence with 
little of available guidance from former precedents, 
1 have deemed it right to put in use the ordiniry 
powers of the law before making any demand, but 
a demonstration of their insufficiency, amply sup­ 
plied by the present circumstance of the country, 
leads me now to apprise you that projHisals will be 
immediately submitted to you for intrusting me 
with the 
£ 
ADDITIONAL POWERS ^NECESSARY, 
In my judgment, not only for tire vindication <f 
order and public law, but likewise to secure on be 
half of my subjects protection for life and property 
and personal liberty of action. Subject to the 
primary and imperious obligations to which I have 
just referred, I continue to desire not less than 
heretofore to prosecute the removal of grievances 
and the work of legislative improvement in Ireland 
as well as in Great Britain. The Irish Land Act uf 
1870 has been productive of great benefits, and has 
much contributed to the security and comparative 
well-being of the occupiers of the soil without dimin­ 
ishing its value or disturbing the foundations * of 
property. In some respects, however, and more par­ 
ticularly under the ¿¿train of recent calamitous 
years, the protection whicli it supplied has not been 
found sufficient either in Ulster or other Provinces. 
I recommend you to undertake the further de­ 
velopment of its principles in a manner conform­ 
able to the sprcial wants of Ireland both as re­ 
gards the relation jf landlord and tenant and 
with a view to effective efforts for giving to a larger 
portion of the people, by purchase, a permanent pro­ 
prietary interest in the soil. 
This legislation will 
require the removal, for the purpose in view, of all 
obstacles arising out of limitations or ownership of 
property 
With due provision for security of the 
interests involved, a measure will be submitted to 
you for the establishment of a county government 
in Ireland, founded upon representation principles 
and framed with the double aim of abridging un­ 
popular control over expenditures, and of supply* 
ing a yet more seriouj waut by extending the forma 
iion of the habits of local self-govemment.” 
She enumerated different matters of English 
domestic policy which will be laid before Parliament, 
and concluded with a benediction and commendation 
of her people to divine care. 
HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
London, January Cth.—The House of Commons 
reassembled for its evening sitting, and the attend­ 
ance was very large. Goscben. Minister to Turkey, 
was present. The Ministers, on entering the House, 
were cheered by their supporters. 
Premier Gladstone entered, and immediately 
after him came Parnell. Both were loudly cheered, 
the Home Rulers being especially demonstrative. 
Forster, Chief Secretary for Ireland, gave notice 
that he would move to-morrow a bill for the better 
protection of persons and property in Ireland ; also 
a bill respecting the carrying of arms. 
Cheers greeted the announcement of these meas­ 
ures. 
Parnell gave notice that he would oppose these 
bills. 
Gladstone announced, amid cheers, that he would 
move on Monday that the bills just announced have 
precedence every day over all other matters until 
they were passed. 
Parnell gave notice that be will shortly call atten­ 
tion to the relations between England and Ireland, 
and he will move a resolution. 
Labouchere (Ad\anced Liberal) said he would 
shortly move that the hereditary chamber cannot be 
a permanent institution. 
Gladstouc admitted that new provisions were 
requisite as to assignments of tenants’ in­ 
terest, and that the clauses intended to give 
free scope to the experiment of creating a peasant 
proprietary had been insufficient and almost inoper­ 
ative. The Government did not see their wav to 
dealing with the barough franchise in Ireland this 
session. Gladstone concluded by saying that the 
Government were addressing themselves to a task 
in which, owing to humau weakness, they might 
fail, hut which would redound to tbeir honor and 
happiness if they succeeded. 
T. P. O’Connor, Home Ruler, defended the action 
of the Land League. 
William Johnson, Solicitor-General for Ireland, 
justified the action of the Government in prohibit­ 
ing several meetings where they had reason to ap­ 
prehend danger to life. 
After several lnsh members had spoken the de­ 
bate was adjourned on motion of Parnell. 
HOUSE OF LORDS. 
In the House of Lords to-n ght, the Earl of 
Beaconfield, although he disclaimed any intention 
of entering upon any argument, made a longspeech. 
He declared that the accession of the present Gov­ 
ernment has unsettled everything in Europe, Asia 
and Ireland by reversing the policy of their prede­ 
cessors, at the time of whose overthrow peace was 
assured. 
Lord Granville said the Government had refrained 
from asking for extraordinary powers earlier be­ 
cause unwilling to apply repressive without reme­ 
dial measures. If the Government were enabled to 
permanently improve the ]X>sition of the peasants 
he believed prosperity and order would be restored. 
The Duke of Marlborough, Conservative, thought 
the present system of administration would be pro­ 
ductive of the most serious consequences. 
Earl Spencer, Lord President of the Council, de­ 
nied that the Government was responsible for the 
existence of the Land League. 
The Earl of Kemberley, Colonial Secretary, said 
if a conspiracy really existed to separate Ireland 
from England, Parliament, by refusing to remedy 
the evils, would be only playing into the hands of 
the conspirators. 
The address in reply to the speech from the throne 
was then agreed to. 
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W ashington, January 6th.—The Chinese 
immigration treaty, brought to Washington 
by Commissioner Trescott yesterday, is still 
in the keeping of the State Department, and 
its terms continue to be religiously guarded 
by the dignitaries of that diplomatic temple 
as “ state secrets,’’but they have nevertheless 
to-day become “ open secrets,” to an extent 
which enables your correspondent to refer to 
his dispatch of Sunday, the 26th ultimo, as a 
full and accurate summary of them. The 
substance of the whole matter is that the 
Chinese^Jovernment freely consents that our 
Government shall regulate, limit or suspend 
the immigration of Chinese laborers to this 
country whenever we may think proper, but 
Chinese citizens shall Btill be permitted to 
come here as merchants, students and teach­ 
ers, or for purposes of travel, curiosity or 
pleasure, and all subjects of China traveling 
or residing in the United States shall be en­ 
titled to due protection of life, liberty and 
property. The commercial treaty (as stated 
in the special dispatch above reterrcd to) 
contains a stipulation that Chinese vessels 
and cargoes, and American vessels aud car­ 
goes,shall not be subjected by the high con­ 
tracting parties to any discriminating duties 
in their respective ports of entry. It is now 
satisfactorily developed since Commissioner 
Trescott’s arrival here, that this treaty con­ 
tains also another important provision of a 
special nature, namely, one in regard to the 
opium traffic, which compreUens.vely stipu­ 
lates that Americans shall not import or 
sell opium in China, and that Chinese 
shall not import or deal in opium in the 
United States. The evident aim of the 
Chinese Government in obtaining the inser­ 
tion of this anomalous provision is to estab­ 
lish a precedent for placing precisely similar 
clauses in the future commercial treaties with 
all the nations who will ccnsent thereto, 
and thus isolate Great Britain from the 
other civilized powers in this respect, and 
put a stamp of international condemnation 
on her maintenance oi the opium traffic. 
One of the Brazil Commissioners sent to 
China to negotiate a commercial treaty with 
that 
Government 
ha3 
arrived 
here 
on liis way home, and corroborates 
the report that the Commission, of which he 
was a member, declined to make such astip­ 
ulation in their treaty without the express 
sanction of Emperor Dom Pedro, to whom 
the question has now bean referred. This 
published fact that such a proposition had 
been made by the Chinese authorities to the 
Brazilian Commission was doubtless the 
origin of the conjectural and premature state­ 
ments in thi3 country that a similar provision 
had been inserted in our treaty, which was 
not concluded until several weaks afterwards. 
It appears that the Brazilians had too much 
fear of British [rower to take a step wi ich 
they supposed might be resented as au implied 
rebuke, but our Commissioners evidently felt 
that their country was not afraid of England, 
aud therefore unhesitatingly did what thej 
knew was right in principle. Your corre­ 
spondent also 
learns, too, from 
au­ 
thority which he believes to ba reliable, that 
our new commercial treaty contains little or 
nothing of importance in addition to the 
! points above noted, except the genera! pro­ 
! visions common to all commercial treaties, to­ 
! gethet- with certain modifications of our ex- 
Ltir.g treaty provisions concerning the rights 
of parties and modes of procedure in what 
are known as “ mixed trials” in China before 
the Consular Courts.

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A Woman anti Iter Paramour Hanged 
on the Hauic tallow s.

There was a heavy thud as the 
weight fell, at .1 the body spuu around several 
times and became an inert mass, 
A Double Fveeutlon. 
P hiladelphia, January 6th.— Daniel F.

Pembroke milis. Their leader, Joseph Kaye, 
a French Canadian, actirg iu a riotous man­ 
ner, was arrested by a special officer aul 
taken to the station, fallowed there by hun­ 
dreds of persons, throwing nffieilts aud with 
drawn knives. The officers were obliged to 
draw their revolvers and use their billies 
many times before reaching the station. The 
prisoner is now under guard. The strikers 
threaten to release him.

The Irish A gitation. 
L ondon, January 6th.—The Times' Dublin 
special says : The effect of suc.i an anomaly 
and satire upon constitutions as the continu­ 
ance of a criminal trial in the absence of the 
accused can hardly be favorable to too ad­ 
ministration of justice. The people will only 
see that Parnell and his associates care little 
for the Queen’s Bench or for the law itself, 
and ignore its authority when it interferes

He lived in Pennylvania until 1S07, 
when he came to this coast. He resided 
in California until about two years ago, 
and then came to Oregon. In appearance he was 
about five feet eight inches in hight, weighing about 
leo pounds. He had black hair and black mus­ 
tache and chin beard. The loss of hi9 right eye dis­ 
figured his appearance some, but he was taken 
altogether, quite a good-looking man. lie never 
denied killing French, but contended to the last 
that the fatal shot was fired accidentally in a scuffle 
with him. This is the first execution of a white 
man that ever happened in Umatilla county, and 
the second conviction. One Brnwn was sentenced 
to be hanged in li>C0, but bis sentence was com­ 
muted by the Governor to imprisonment for life, 
and he finally made good his escape from the Peni­ 
tentiary. Three Indians were hanged in lo7S.

Pkndleton (Or.), January* 5th.—Edward (or Ar. 
thur, as it appears his name was) Murphy was 
hanged in the jail-yard of Umatilla county to-day 
at 2:30 p. m , for the murder of F. I). French, near 
Heppner, in tins county, ou the lüth day of last 
June. 
THE FACTS IN THE CASE 
Have already been made public, and need r.f 
lengthy recitation. It will be remembered, how­ 
ever, that French was killed by a pistol shot, fired 
by Murphy, striking him in the head, on the night 
of the above day. ’Jhe transaction occurring in the 
presence cf B.C. Henderson, the principal witness 
for the pr-*» ccutiou on the trial. Murphy immedi­ 
ately took to the brush after firing tho fatal shot, 
but came in three days afterwards and voluntarily 
surrendered himself. A crowd was formed to lynch 
him at Heppner immediately after his preliminary 
examination, but the Constable t laded them and 
lodged the prisoner in the County Jail, where he has 
since been. On the 4th day of Nov.mbcr la. t, after 
a trial of several days, the jury brought in a verdict 
of murder in the firet degree, being out les¿ than :in 
hour. Defendant’s counsel gave notice of an appeal 
to the Supreme Court, but did not perfect it, and 
the prisoner sometime since gave up all hopes and 
prepared to meet his doom. 
NO WHITE FEATHER SHOWN. 
During the trial, and subsequent to and through 
the preliminaries of his execution, Murphy never 
showed the white feather, aud met his end with a 
degree of fortitude and bravery worthy of a better 
death. On the Saturday preceding his execution he 
engaged in a snowr-ball battle in front c*f the jail. 
Murphy was attended in his last momcuta.b} Father 
Conrardi, of the Catholic Church. The night before 
his execution was spent with Father Conrardi in 
religious exercises, and a reporter was sent for 
about daylight to see them. He found Murphy cool, 
and prepared for his end. He had eaten but little. 
at the scaffold. 
Just at t p. v. Murphy entered the ja;l yard, ac­ 
companied bv Father Conrardi aud Sheriff Martin. 
He was dressed in a black cloth suit of dothes, with 
a white shirt and collar and white silk necktie, wear 
ing embroidered slippers. Ho mounted the scaffold 
alone and firmly, having only the necessary attend­ 
ants. The religious exercises were gone through 
with, and at their conclusion Murphy requested L. 
B. Cox, editor of the Ba*t Oregonian,to read a fare­ 
well address he had prepared. In this he confesses 
having killed French, but stoutly accuses the p r o ­ 
curing witness of false swearing. He returned 
thanks to his lawyers for their 
services 
in his behalf, and expressed his. gratitude to 
Sheriff Martin for bis kindue s, and to Father Con 
rardi for his attentions in his last moments, implor­ 
ing the forgiveness of the family of deceased, and 
the pardon of God Almighty. This being com~ 
pitted, he firmly stepped upon the trap and had the 
*©1* plactd around his neck, suggesting to Ike 
Sheriff that it be drawn tighter. The work of 
pinioning him then began, when he requested 
to

allowed 
to 
shake 
hands with 
Sheriff Martin. 
This 
was done, his arm* 
fastened, the 
black 
cap 
adjusted over 
his head, and at a signal from Father Conrardi the 
trap u-a* sprung. By Murphy s request the trap 
had been made six feet high. Ilis neck was broken 
by the fall, and death was instantaneous. Not the 
slighest quivering of the muscles was perceptible, 
and in a few minutes he was pnmcunccd dead by 
the physicians in attendance, arid the body was cut 
down. 
MURPHYS ANTECEDENTS. 
Murphy was bom in Ireland in 1849 ; lost bis 
father when he was two years old ; came to this 
country when v<-ry young ; left school at 11 years of
